The 
dockets are buiging with suits that ought 
either never to be brought or never to be 
defended, There is a vast amount of ab- 
solutely unnecessary work done by the 
courts. As long as this state of things 
continues one may expect to see the coprts | 


thrust upon them. 
In the second place, the Judges in the | 
Circuit, Superior, and County courts ought | 
to be given the common-law powers of | 
charging the jury that are enjoyed by the} 
Judges of the federal courts. There is 
nothing that does so much to savé time. A 
federal Judge may address the jury oraliy |} 
and he may give it such instructions as he | 
pleases with regard to the comparative ! 
value of the pieces of evidence submitted. 
In this way the jury is enabled to pro- 
ceed to a speedy and an equitable verdict. 
In Cook County courts, however, the Judge } 
must address the jury in writing, and, fur- 
ther, he must accept a mass of instruc- 
tions presented to him by the contending 


a clear exposition of the law and of the 
facts on his own authority. The result 
is that the jury is bewildered and finds 
itself unable to take prompt and intelligent 
action. There is no reason why Judges 
should not be given a power which expedites 
business and which is unlikely to be used in 
any but a strictly impartial manner. . 
These two reforms, the elimination of un- 
necessary business and the granting to the 
Judges of their proper powers toward the 
jury, would do a great deal to relieve the 
present situation. There are, of course, other 
changes that might be made. The lengthen- 
ing of the term to the end that J udges might 
be more fortified by legal experience and 
might be less likely to be swayed: by polit- 
ical motives connected with the recurring 
elections is a change that has had many 
advocates. The hope that the judiciary 
might be some day disconnected from poli- 
tics has sprung eternal in the human breast.

THE GEORGIA ALL-! ‘BINGING.” 
What is known among t country folk 
of Georgia as “the all singing” re- 


cently occurred at Decatur in that State. 
No event of the year equals it in importance, 
and people flock to it by thousands. from 
miles around, Upon this occasion over 5,000 
were in attendance at the grounds of the 
courthouse to participate in the affair, Pro- 
fessor Triggs will be pained to learn that 
the object of this unique gathering is the 
preservation of “doggerel.” 

‘The country people, bringing generous 
baskets of lunch, poured into Decatur from 
early daylight until 9 o "clock, when the 
singing began. An affair of this kind is re- 
ligious in character, but not sectarian, 
though the palm for superiority in power 
and enthusiasm lies between the stentorian: 
Baptists and the shouting Methodists, the 
two principal sects of Georgia. The volume 
used is the “ Sacred Harp,” published more 
than half a century ago in Georgia, many 
of the tunes being named for towns in that.
